Applause Interrupts 
President 42 Times, 
Cut Off TV-Radio Air 


DENVER, (J*)—President Eisen­ 
hower, vigorously pressing the Re­ 
publican cam paign for continued 
control of Congress, declared last 
night he foresees “ a cold w ar of 
partisan politics” if the D em ocrats 
take over. 
Speaking to a nationwide tele- 
vision-radio audience and a cheer­ 
ing capacity crowd of 5,500 persons 
at a COP rally in Denver Audi­ 
torium after getting a report from 
party 
congressional 
leaders 
on 
their plans to step up the cam ­ 
paign tempo, the President said: 
“ History shows that when the 
executive and legislative branches 
are politically in conflict, politics 
in Washington runs riot.” 
The President was interrupted 
at least 42 tim es by applause, 
which helped to run his TV-radio 
address overtim e and caused him 
to be cut off the air about a half 
m inute before he completed his 
text. 
The 30-minute program carried 
by 158 TV channels and 534 radio 
stations from coast to coast was 
paid for by the GOP National Com­ 
m ittee, and the networks held to 
the tim e limit. 
In New York, a spokesman for 
CBS said stopping transm ission at 
the end of paid political tim e was 
“ in line with long standing pro­ 
cedure,” but he said he didn’t 
know if it had been done before in 
the case of a President. 
From 
Los 
Angeles, 
however, 
cam e word Eisenhower was cut 
off Sept. 23 when he ran over 
four m inutes while speaking on a 
radio-TV hookup at a Hollywood 
Bowl rally. Broadcasting spokes­ 
men in Los Angeles also said they 
cut Eisenhower as they would any 
sponsored program . 
In his Denver speech, Eisenhow­ 
er, cautioning about what he called 
the dangers of a November elec­ 
tion outcome putting Congress un­ 
der Dem ocratic rule and leaving 
the White House Republican, de­ 
clared: 
“ You know perfectly well that 
you just can’t have one car with 
two drivers at the steering wheel 
and expect to end up any place 
but the ditch—especially when the 
drivers are set on going in dif­ 
ferent directions.” 
Eisenhower said voters who put 
the Republican adm inistration in 
power in 1952 “ got results” they 
wanted, and he appealed for two 
m ore years of GOP control of Con­ 
gress to carry out the rest of his 
program . 
“ A cold w ar of partisan politics 
between the Congress and the ex­ 
ecutive branch w'on’t give us these 
goals,” he declared. 
Eisenhower got a howling ova­ 
tion when he was introduced at 
the rally here by Vice President 
Nixon, who voiced confidence the 
Republicans still will be in the 
control 
saddle 
when 
Congress 
m eets in January. 
Eisenhower was flanked on the 
speakers platform by a group Re­ 
publican congressional leaders and 
Colorado GOP candidates for Con­ 
gress and state offices. 
The leaders conferred with the 
President for an hour before his 
speech and at a news conference 
later prom ised “ a stepped up ■tem­ 
po” in their fight for control of 
the House and Senate. 
They avoided comm itting Eisen­ 
hower to m ore than the two ad­ 
ditional cam paign speeches he now 
definitely has planned. But Nixon 
said the president probably will 
m ake 
another 
address—a 
farm 
speech somewhere in the Midwest.

Senate M ajority Leader Knowland 
publicly continued to voice confi­ 
dence the Republicans will win 
their battle, but some m em bers of 
the party high comm and w ere say­ 
ing privately they are worried. 
Eisenhow er’s speech last night 
was in m uch the sam e pattern as 
the one he m ade in Hollywood 
Bowl. As on that occasion m arking 
the start of his harder hitting 
tactics, the President jabbed re­ 
peatedly at the D em ocrats without 
once mentioning individuals or the 
opposition party by nam e.

Bender For Senator 
We do not know what luck Sen. Tom Burke 


is going to have at the polls with his campaign 


argument that he is a better Eisenhower sup­ 


porter than Rep. George Bender, who is run­ 


ning ag ainst Burke for senator. 


We do know that it is a specious argument 


and unworthy of Burke, who knows w'hat the 


score is in two-party politics. 


The race for U. S. senator in Ohio this y ear 
is not a popularity contest, nor is it a showdown 
on which of two contestants has been more 
faithful in supporting the White House. 


It is a political decision in a key state whose 
strong Republican Senate leader, Robert A. 
Taft, died in office and was succeeded by a 
relatively unknown Democrat, appointed to stand 
in for Taft by Gov. Lausche until the people 
of Ohio could name a new' senator. 


George Bender won the Republican primary 
race for the Senate. He should be the new 
senator from Ohio. 


He has worked with the Republican organi­ 
zation in Ohio since 19 20, when he went to 
the General Assem bly as a state senator. He 
has served in the U. S. House of Representa­ 
tives as a district representative and congress­ 
man-at-large. He had the confidence of the late 
Sen. Taft and worked hard in the unsuccessful 
campaign to bring Taft the presidential nomina­ 
tion in 19 52. He knows the ropes. 


But the key factor about Bender is this: 
He will vote with Republicans on the ques­ 
tion of organizing the 8 4th Congress. He will 
vote to g ive President Eisenhower a working 
m ajority in the Senate. He w’ill stand on this 
critical issue where Taft would have stood 
and Taft w'as elected to serve until 19 56. 


We don’t know how Bender will vote on any ­ 
thing else. Eisenhower doesn’t know either and 
doesn’t care. He doesn’t think it is any of his 
business how congressmen vote. 


W’e wish Tom Burke would quit seem ing to 
think he can change his spots as a Cuy ahoga 
County Democrat by boasting that he voted 
with Eisenhow'er while he was in Washington. 
Dozens of Democrats can say the sam e thing— 
but Democrats will not give Eisenhower the 
tim e of day if Republicans do not have a 
majority in both houses of the nex t Congress. 


This is the key issue in the congressional 
election—whether voters will g ive the Eisen­ 
hower administration a Republican majority for 
19 55 and 19 56, or whether they will paraly ze 
Congress by letting Democrats control its com­ 
m ittees and hog-tie the Eisenhower administra­

In the critical s i x 
months im m ediately before the out­ 
break of the war. 417 special re- 
ports w’ere filed. Toky o headquar- ' 
ters held receipts indicating their 
arrival in Washington. This total 
represents an averag e of one hun­ 
dred reports per month, or three 
reports every single day for an 
entire y ear. All of them were of 
increasing 
urgency and 
covered 
every facet of the North Korean 
Communist 
threat, 
from 
tanks 
which Rhec’s forces did not have, 
to airplanes which the South Ko­ 
reans likewise had not been fur­ 
nished.” 
We have long known that al­ 
though the burden of the Korean 
War was thrust upon MacArthur, 
he W'as never consulted as to what 
should be done if North Korea at­ 
tacked South Korea. Up to the 
very moment of the attack. 
“ ben. MacArthur’s only respon­ 
sibility in Korea was ‘to evacuate 
Americans there.’ This he was to 
do when requested by the Ameri­ 
can 
Ambassador 
J ohn 
Muccio. 
General 
Headquarters 
had 
no 
faintest inkling that it w a s.to be 
further involved. It was not con­ 
sulted in any way when suddenly 
Gen. MacArthur received orders 
‘ from President Truman to inter- 
I vene. The President characterized

the situation as ‘a police action.’ 


This reflected a fatal misunder­ 
standing of the strength and char­ 
acter of the enem y 's forces . . . ” 


Mac.^RTHUR 
understood 
h i s 
orders to be to fight the North 
Koreans, not to palliate them. Wil- ' 
loughby say s of this: 
j 
“ Gen. MacArthur w'as appointed 
commander of the United Nations 
I 
Forces and was directed to re­ 
store peace, order, and unity to 
the entire Korean peninsula. State­ 
ments so frequently made later 
that our purpose was merely to 
drive the enemy out of South Ko­ 
rea 
are com pletely 
at variance 
with the truth . . . ” 
I 
MacArthur was given no forces 
I to fight such a war. The occupa­ 
tion infantry in J apan, under his 
command, 
was 
one-third 
below 
strength and was kept so by the 
Pentagon. 
He 
w'as 
inadequately 
supplied. His instructions were to 
go into Korea, ‘‘as is,” which was 
not enough. Once the Korean \^ar 
started, MacArthur encountered un­ 
believable opposition in Washing­ 
ton. 
Willoughby describes this: 
“ No one at the seats of govern­ 
ment wanted to do any thing. The 
fervor of the United Nations ‘to 
stop ag g ression’ had perceptibly 
cooled, The J oint Chiefs of Staff 
began to talk vaguely about ‘the 
wrong war, at the wrong time, 
and in the wrong place.’ That was 
the intellectual equivalent of a mu­ 
nicipal fire chief noting 
calm ly 
that a conflagration in the slums 
was in the ‘wrong part of the 
city ’; unchecked, the fire might 
spread to the business districts or 
the ex clusive re.sidential sections.”

It romped 
back into its beloved jungle, trumpeting as it 
went, and left the complications of modern living 


to befuddled mankind.

One day soon, a careless conversationalist 
will say it is Indian summer. And once more 
the argument will be on. 
There really is nothing to argue about, be­ 
cause Indian summer is more than summerlike 
weather occurring after the beginning of fall. 
Authorities agree that it is summerlike weather 
occurring after the first overt evidence of winter. 
There must have been snow before there can 
be Indian summer. It is an unex pected respite 
from severe weather ex pected in late October 
and early November. Ex planations of the name

Perhaps that could be cited as one 
more reason to be accurate about it. Indian 
summer is not just any warm day in the fall.

National Newspaper Week

Newspaper W’eek cannot be eval­ 
uated. Whether or not it is having j 
the cumulative effect of making

from the first amendment to the 
Constitution is indeterminate. 
But the press, 
having 
attained 
the 
perspective 
of 
its 
own 
ex ­ 
perience as part of the American 
way of life, now’ has ma iy means 
of understanding itself. Every facet 
of the use of printed 
words 
has 
been ex am ined and re-ex amined by 
students, commentators and his­ 
torians. It is an endlessly fruitful 
field. Every thing in it 
helps 
to 
ex plain how 
the 
United 
States 
cam e to be the way it is. 
Understanding the evolution of 
publishing becom es a way to un­ 
derstand the evolution of the dy ­ 
namic 
society that has set the 
w’orld’s pace in the industrial era. 
Industrialism made 
an 
ex plosive 
impact on the “ reunited slates 
after the Civil War. The American 
press was profoundly affected. 
Newspaper.s w’ere the first Amer­ 
ican enterprises 
to 
discover 
the 
secret of m ass production, 
v.'ith 
high-speed presses turning out m il­ 
lions of copies of a prototy pe at 
minimum cost. It was inevitable 
that 
publishers, 
having 
learned 
how to reach the 
m ass 
marke., 
should be the first to recognize 
its importance to American enter­ 
prise. Newspapers knew about the 
importance of the “ common man 
long 
before 
he 
achieved 
recog­ 
nition from politicians. 


NOWHERE HAS the record of 
the evolution of 
the 
press 
been 
compiled 
with 
more 
painstaking 
care than in 
“ The 
Press 
A n d 
Am erica” by Edwin Emery a n d 
. Henry Ladd 
Smith. 
These^ two 
professors of journalism 
Emery 
in the 
University 
of 
Minnesota, 
Smith in the University of Wiscon­ 
sin — have gone through all the 
sources of printed information and 
compiled a dig est and review 
w'ill become a standard 
w'ork of 
its kind — a combination of tcx i- 
book,

their work is one of the few times

The public service that can be j 
performed 
by 
“ The 
Press 
And I 
Am erica” is stated by its authors 
in their fore ward:

an understanding of the arrival of 
the press at 
its 
present 
status. 
Such an understanding of the con­ 
ditions and influences that have 
determined the place of the press 
in our society is

The first amendment to the Con- i

Its success or failure was left to 
the judgment of

The evidence of loose 
security 
among the governm ents allied with 
the United States during the Ko­ 
rean War points now' suspiciously 
to the grave possibility that Amer­ 
ican lives indeed were sacrificed in 
that conflict by the 
transmission 
of important military information 
to the enem y . 
Gen. Van Fleet. Eighth A r m y 
commander, and Gen. Willoughby , 
who was in charge of the intelli­ 
gence operations of the Far East­ 
ern Command, and in fact Gen. 
MacArthur him self now say that 
the Communist Chinese must have 
know’n that they 
would 
not 
be 
bombed or their planes pursued if 
they attacked United N a t i o n s 
forces in Korea. 
The testimony of Dean Acheson, 
who was secretary of state during 
the fateful peritx l when American 
m ilitary strateg y was 
being de­ 
veloped in consultation with the 
Allies, did not seem as sig nificant 
when given as it is today in view 
of the revelations of spy ring in 
Paris and the treachery of Mac- 
Lean and Burgess in the British 
Foreign Office disclosed 
s i n c e 
19 51. 
For the story told on 
J une 
l. 
19 51, by Acheson — who. of course, 
had no suspicion of any looseness 
in the security situation among our 
allies — appears in the light of 
W'hat has happened since to show 
how difficult, 
if 
not 
impossible, 
was the role of the United States, 
as m ilitary agent of 
the 
United 
Nations, in Korea. 


SEN. RUSSELL, w’ho was chair­ 
man of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee at the time of the Mac­ 
Arthur 
hearings, 
asked 
Acheson 
about “ the details of the so-called 
hot pursuit finding by the m em ­ 
bers of the U.S. J oint Chiefs of 
Staff 
where 
they 
recommended 
that our planes be permitted to 
pursue the planes of the Comrnu- 
nist ag g ressors over the Manchur­ 
ian border.” Here is what Ache­ 
son said in reply ; 
“ Some day s prior to the 13th of 
November 19 50, there were discus­ 
sions between the Department of 
Defense and 
the 
Department of 
State, as the result of w’hich the 
Department of State 
transmitted 
to our em bassies in certain coun­ 
tries a m essag e say ing that at an 
early date we might permit United 
States 
aircraft to defend them­ 
selves in the airscape o v e r the 
Yalu River, to the ex tent of per­ 
mitting hot pursuit of enem y air­ 
craft up to two or three minutes 
fly ing tim e over enem y 
territory 


“ Those teleg ram s resulted in our 
em bassies taking up with the gov­ 
ernments of those countries, this 
question. W’e did not ask them to 
get anv ex pression of views, but 
informed them that they might, in 
a short tim e, have to ask 
these 
g overnments about this matter. 
“ They 
discussed 
the 
question 
with those governm ents, 
and 
in 
all cases they got strongly neg a­ 
tive responses from the 
govern­ 
m ents. say ing they thought it was 
dangerous, and not desiraWe . . . 
“ Shortly after that som e of these 
governments in their turn cam e to 
our em bassies and again stated 
that if we were 
thinking 
about 
this, they wanted to reg ister their 
view that it was unwise and unde­ 
sirable. I transmitted the views 
of these governm ents to the sec­ 
retary of defense in a letter, one 
letter dated Nov. 23. 19 50. and in 
another letter which 1 believe was 
dated Nov. 24. 1950. 
“ A f t e r considering

sponses. 
it 
was determined 
be­ 
tween the Department of 
State 
and the Department

that it was not desirable

SEN. BRIDGES asked:

It took only one Klaus 
Fuchs to transmit the facts about 
the atomic bomb. 
It doubtless took only one spy in

churia immune from attack. 
W’hat a tragic way to conduct a

What a warning to America that 
her sons m ay face in the nex t war

be.

School teachers have been hand­ 
ed 
a 
fat share 
in the 
misrep­ 
resentation that seem s to be the 
stock in trade of the writers who 
keep the pots boiling for radio and 
television. They are m isrepresent­ 
ed as pompous, asinine, impertin­ 
ent, 
l)efuddled. 
naive, 
cunning, 
bookish, puckish and maladjusted 
—all of which they som etim es are. 
But not necessarily so, any more 
than 
bankers, 
plumbers, 
steno­ 
graphers, politicians or any of the 
rest of us. 
This column likes to put in a 
few licks occasionally for the gar­ 
den variety of school teacher—the 
good and faithful J oes and Mary s 
who stick with the m ostly thank- j 
less task of imparting a modicum 
of learning and decency of thought 
and action to the rising genera­ 
tion. These obscure people a r e 
worthy of more serious considera­ 
tion than chuckle fodder for script 
writers. They are worthy of more 
understanding than they g et from 
glorifiers who alternately overrate 
and then underpay the teachers as 
the guardians of the y oung. 
Why can’t we accept teachers at 
face value and go on from there, 
the sam e as we appreciate t h e 
work of a good bricklay er, for ex ­ 
ample. without pretending that all 
bricklay ers are inspired, or unin­ 
spired, or funny , or filled with a 
sense of holy mission? 
A teacher’s job is to show the 
pupils how. The job is performed 
in an ever-widening range of fields 
of teaching com petency , w h i c h 
leads in turn to an ever-narrowing 
specialization of teaching, s i n c e 
even the best teachers cannot hope 
to learn every thing. That is only 
a 
hope 
they 
cherish 
for 
their 
brightest pupils—a hope t h e y 
share w'ith the parents of some of 
the dullest pupils. 
The teachers know—and wish the 
parents 
would try 
more 
under- 
standingly to know’—that the suc­ 
cess of teaching can be guaranteed 
only by the attitude of pupils. The 
teachers can do their jobs super- 
laüvely 
well, 
passably 
weU, 
or 
poorly . But the best teacher can 
do nothing with a poor pupil, and 


the poorest cannot do any real 
, harm to a good one. 
' 
Teachers work with the raw ma­ 
terial they are given by the society 
they serve. They are not m ag ic­ 
ians. 
They 
are 
not 
alchem ists. 
They are just teachers. 
They are people who show other 
people how certain things a r e 
done, subject to the written and 
unwritten rules and laws of for­ 
malized education, society and the 
body politic. If what they do som e­ 
tim es is misguided and even ri­ 
diculous 
under 
som e 
circum­ 
stances, it is only because they 
reflect what is misguided and ri­ 
diculous about what they are ex - 
. pected to do. 
They are entitled to sy mpathetic 
understanding and to the privilege 
of human error. They work, after 
all. in the zone of the g reatest con­ 
fusion of modern tim es—the zone 
where befuddled men try to deter­ 
mine what is worth knowing and 
what should be rejected as not 
worth knowing. 
When this column tries to put in 
a good lick for teachers, it’s usual­ 
ly because of som e recent contact 
with representative teachers. The 
contact on this occasion was with 
a group of teachers who spent a 
day being shown how a newspaper 
was produced. The teachers were 
the pupils this time, see, and some 
of their former pupils were the 
teachers. 
It was a pleasant ex perience. It 
alway s is. And it m akes former 
pupils realize there is more of a 
trick to showing how than just 
standing there and looking wise.

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Bender For Senator 
We do not know what luck Sen. Tom Burke 


is going to have at the polls with his campaign 
argument that he is a better Eisenhower sup­ 
porter than Rep. George Bender, who is run­ 
ning against Burke for senator. 


We do know that it is a specious argument 
and unworthy of Burke, wrho knows what the 
score is in two-party politics. 
The race for U. S. senator in Ohio this year 
is not a popularity contest, nor is it a showdown 
on which of two contestants has been more 
faithful in supporting the White House. 


It is a political decision in a key state whose 
strong Republican Senate leader, Robert A. 
Taft, died in office and was succeeded by a 
relatively unknown Democrat, appointed to stand 
in for Taft by Gov. Lausche until the people 
of Ohio could name a new senator. 
George Bender w'on the Republican primary 
race for the Senate. He should be the new 
senator from Ohio. 


He has worked with the Republican organi­ 
zation in Ohio since 1920, when he went to 
the General Assembly as a state senator. He 
has served in the U. S. House of Representa­ 
tives as a district representative and congress- 
man-at-large. He had the confidence of the late 
Sen. Taft and worked hard in the unsuccessful 
campaign to bring Taft the presidential nomina­ 
tion in 1952. He knows the ropes. 
But the key factor about Bender is this: 
He will vote with Republicans on the ques­ 
tion of organizing the 84th Congress. He will 
vote to give President Eisenhower a working 
majority in the Senate. He will stand on this 
critical issue where Taft would have stood— 
and Taft was elected to serve until 1956. 


We don’t know how Bender will vote on any­ 
thing else. Eisenhower doesn’t know either and 
doesn’t care. He doesn’t think it is any of his 
business how congressmen vote. 
We wish Tom Burke would quit seeming to 
think he can change his spots as a Cuyahoga 
County Democrat by boasting that he voted 
w'ith Eisenhower while he was in Washington. 
Dozens of Democrats can say the same thing— 
but Democrats will not give Eisenhower the 
time of day if Republicans do not have a 
majority in both houses of the next Congress. 
This is the key issue in the congressional 
election—whether voters will give the Eisen­ 
hower administration a Republican majority for 
1955 and 1956. or whether they will paralyze 
Congress by letting Democrats control its com­ 
mittees and hog-tie the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion.

What makes Gen. Charles A. 
Willoughby’s 
book, 
“MacArthur 
1941 - 1951,” historically significant 
and, in a measure, politically im­ 
portant is that Gen. Willoughby, 
in cooperation with John Chamber- 
lain, for the first time gives fully 
the MacArthur side of the Korean 
War. 
Willoughby was MacArthur^ G- 
2, who himself took quite a beat­ 
ing because of the propaganda out 
of the White House, Pentagon and 
State Department to the effect that 
W’illoughby 
should 
have 
b e en 
better informed as to what t h e 
North 
Koreans 
and 
the 
Chi­ 
nese Communists were doing. 


WILLOUGHBY answers: “A se­ 
cret agency in Korea, sent there 
from MacArthur^ headquarters in 
Tokyo, filed 1,195 consecutive re­ 
ports in the period from June 1949 
to June 1950. In the critical s i x 
months immediately before the out­ 
break of the war, 417 special re­ 
ports were filed. Tokyo headquar­ 
ters held receipts indicating their 
arrival in Washington. This total 
represents an average of one hun­ 
dred reports per month, or three 
reports every single day for an 
entire year. AU of them were of 
increasing urgency and covered 
every facet of the North Korean 
Communist 
threat, 
from 
tanks , 
which Rhec’s forces did not have, j 
to airplanes which the South Ko­ 
reans likewise had not been fur­ 
nished.” 
We have long known that al­ 
though the burden of the Korean 
War was thrust upon MacArthur, 
he was never consulted as to what 
should be done if North Korea at- | 
tacked South Korea. Up to the 
very moment of the attack. 
“Gen. MacArthur^ only respon­ 
sibility in Korea was ‘to evacuate 
Americans there.’ This he was to 
do when requested by the Ameri­ 
can 
Ambassador 
John 
Muccio. 
General 
Headquarters 
had 
no 
faintest inkling that it w as.to be 
further involved. It was not con- : 
suited in any way when suddenly 
Gen. MacArthur received orders 
from President Truman to inter- | 
vene. The President characterized 


This reflected a fatal misunder­ 
standing of the strength and char­ 
acter of the enemy's forces . . 


MacARTHUR 
understood 
h i s 
orders to be to fight the North 
Koreans, not to palliate them. Wil­ 
loughby says of this: 
“Gen. MacArthur was appointed 
commander of the United Nations 
Forces and was directed to re­ 
store peace, order, and unity to 
the entire Korean peninsula. State­ 
ments so frequently made later 
that our purpose was merely to 
drive the enemy out of South Ko­ 
rea are completely at variance 
with the truth . . .” 
MacArthur was given no forces 
to fight such a war. The occupa­ 
tion infantry in Japan, under his 
command, 
was 
one-third 
below 
strength and was kept so by the 
Pentagon. 
He was inadequately 
supplied. His instructions were to 
go into Korea, “as is,” which was 
not enough. Once the Korean War 
started, MacArthur encountered un- 
believable opposition in Washing­ 
ton. 
Willoughby describes this: 
“No one at the seats of govern­ 
ment wanted to do anything. The 
fervor of the United Nations ‘to 
stop aggression’ had perceptibly 
cooled, The Joint Chiefs of Staff 
began to talk vaguely about ‘the 
wrong war, at the wrong time, 
and in the wrong place.* That was 
the intellectual equivalent of a mu­ 
nicipal fire chief noting calmly 
that a conflagration in the slums 
was in the ‘wrong part of the 
city’; unchecked, the fire might 
spread to the business districts or 
the exclusive residential sections.” 


EVEN HIS PLANS for Inchon 
were opposed 
and 
ridiculed 
in 
Washington. Were it not for Adm. 
Forrest 
Sherman’s 
support, 
he 
might not have been given permis­ 
sion to win this victory. He want­ 
ed to employ Chiang Kai-shek’s 
troops but this was rejected by

Many an American motorist will envy the 
courage if not the discretion of a wild elephant 
in India that objected to a bus invading its 
habitat and attacked and overturned the thing 
to show its contempt.

The American 
press was profoundly affected. 
Newspapers were the first Amer­ 
ican enterprises to discover the 
secret of mass production, 
with

The evidence of loose security 
among the governments allied with 
the United States during the Ko­ 
rean War points now suspiciously 
to the grave possibility that Amer­ 
ican lives indeed were sacrificed in 
that conflict by the transmission 
of important military information 
to the enemy.

It took only one Klaus 
Fuchs to transm it the facts about 
the atomic bomb. 
It doubtless took only one spy in 
the French or British Foreign Of­ 
fice to tell the Communists they 
were safe in

arm y on the Korean peninsula, 
with the long supply line into Man­ 
churia immune from attack. 
What a tragic way to conduct a 
war! 
What a warning to America that 
her sons may face in the next war 
operation, big or little, the same 
hazards of treachery among our 
allies because they 
are not

security conscious as they should 
be.

Or is it 
possible that Joe bet on the Giants while Marilyn 
picked the Indians? These are questions friends 
of baseball. Hollywood, romance, love, the Amer­ 
ican fireside, homeruns and perfect legs are 
still asking after the surprising news that both 
called their m arriage in the second inning and 
went to the showers separately. 


The world is more saddened bv w’hat happened 
to Joe and Marilyn than by anything that hap­ 
pened in the world series, for DiMaggio is a 
public idol. Monroe is the reigning queen of 
Hollywood and everybody hoped the m arriage 
would go the full nine innings regardless of the 
weather. But the Yankee Clipper played in a 
league where cheesecake never kept anybody 
in the lineup and where no weird street pho­ 
tography could fatten a batting average. 
A good many folks thought they saw something 
less than approval in Joe’s face as he watched 
the bride stand over a subway grating, skirts 
over her head, for a photographers* rodeo a few 
days back. Marilyn seemingly held that, while 
a girl’s heart may belong to daddy, her legs 
belong to the public. They were from two dif­ 
ferent leagues. 
DiMaggio attained the heights with a high re­ 
gard for taste, standards and reasonable dig­ 
nity. He had a fine scorn for circus routines 
and self exploitation by high pressure press 
agentry. Marilyn found the “ anything goes” pub­ 
licity routine helpful in a phenomenal rise to 
stardom from a childhood of poverty. In any 
phase of life the contrast could threaten happi­ 
ness. and in the Hollywood phase it could bust 
up the game for certain. 
In the Hollywood world of Marilyn Monroe 
publicity conquers all, anything is done for a 
headline, taste is for the birds and the slogan is 
“ If ii’s box office ifs okay.*’ Despite this, mil­ 
lions of Americans hoped the marriage would 
meet no “ knucklers,” no spikings and no un­ 
lucky bounces. 


When it saw the odd inning in New York 
w’here the bride stood over a subway grating 
on a crowded street, “let the winds blow where 
they m ay,” it seemed to us that Joe watched 
sadly. It was a pretty wild pitch by Marilyn. 
Most husbands, knowing how they would feel if 
they came upon their waives in such a street 
scene, were fairly sure she would get a rebuke 
in the clubhouse. 
Joe. we think, scored it as a major error. And 
perhaps in Marilyn’s book the Clipper was too 
slow on the Hollywood bases, lacked the right 
swing in the Press Agentry League and was too 
inclined to take a third strike instead of a third 
photograph. 
It was such a short marriage that even th# 
lawyers took the mound without a warmup in 
the bullpen. Nine months? In the lives of people 
who really love each other, endure much and 
try hard to make a go of marriage, this doesn’t 
even give time for batting practice. 


In the Hollywood atmosphere, however, the 
box office gets the nod over home, sweet home 
and the picture “Whistler’s Mother” never has s 
chance against “Monroe’s Legs.”

their 
brightest pupils—a hope t h e y 
share with the parents of some of 
the dullest pupils. 
The teachers know—and wish the 
parents would try more under­ 
standingly to know—that the suc­ 
cess of teaching can be guaranteed 
only by the attitude of pupils. The 
teachers can do their jobs super­ 
latively well, passably well, or 
poorly. But the best teacher can

They are just teachers. 
They are people who show other 
people how certain things a r e 
done, subject to the written and 
unwritten rules and laws of for­ 
malized education, society and the 
body politic. If what they do some­

stances, it is only because they 
reflect what is misguided and ri­ 
diculous about what they are ex­ 
pected to do. 
They are entitled to sympathetic 
understanding and to the privilege 
of human error. They work, after 
all, in the zone of the greatest con­ 
fusion of modern times—the zone 
where befuddled men try to deter­ 
mine what is worth knowing and 
what should be rejected as not 
worth knowing.

COLUMBUS — A red - haired 
junior nam ed “ Hopalong” Cassady, 
carried the bulk of Ohio State’s 
football fortunes on his not-too hus­ 
ky shoulders. 
Cassady hit the headlines two 
years ago in his opening collegi­ 
ate contest by s c o r i n g three 
touchdowns against Indiana, and he 
hasn’t slowed since. 
He’s the darling of the Buckeye 
fans, for he’s a Columbus resident 
and a perfect example of “ Home 
town boy m akes good copy.’* 
His real nam e is Howard Albert 
Cassady, but even his dad, m other 
and wife call him “Hoppy.’’ 
Hoppy is 20 years old, weighs 
168 pounds and stands 5 feet IO. 
He is starting his third year of 
varsity ball, having entered Ohio 
State in January of 1952, when 
freshmen were allowed* to play. 
He has the left halfback job all 
locked up.

Last season he carried the ball
